Of the City Reviewed at Leng th at 
the Council Meeting Held 
Last Evening 


ADMINISTRATION 
HANDICAPPED 


Ex-Mayor Henry S. Dixon Gives a 
Few Facts and Fig ures 


T h e following report was ma de to 
the old city council 
la st evening be­ 
fore the offlcers-eloct took their sea ts, 
by th e retiring mayor, Henry S. Dixon: 
T h e g enera l a ct for th e incorpora ­ 
tion of cities a nd villa g es In th is sta te 
requires th a t th e ma yor sha ll a nnua l­ 
ly, a nd from tim e to tim e, g ive th e 
council informa tion rela tive to th e 
affairs of the city, and sha ll 
recom­ 
mend for 
their considera tion such 
mea sures as he ma y deem expedient, 
and in a ccorda nce w ith such 
in junc­ 
tion it becomes my duty to present to 
you th is messag e. 
In th e beg inning it should 
perha ps 
be sta ted tha t the financial condition 
of the city is not g ood 
It has not been 
g ood for many yea rs and one con vers 
a nt w ith affairs ca n not hope for ina 
teria l cha ng e in th e near future. 
For 
m a ny yea rs no perm a nent im prove­ 
m ents were ma de upon our streets, 
but a bout 189 5 a new depa rture in our 
municipa l affairs wa s ina ug ura ted a nd 
from th a t da te until the present our 
city officials ha ve been 
consta ntly 
eng a g ed in effecting perm a nent im ­ 
provem ents. 
T hese perm a nent im ­ 
provem ents are expensive and to pay 
for th em requires the cxp en d ltu reof 
la rg e su m s from the city trea sury 
In 
a ddition to the funds raised by specia l 
a ssessments. 
Im provem ents of this 
cha ra cter in one loca lity crea te im ­ 
m edia te dema nd for simila r 
im prove­ 
m en ts in other 
neig hborhoods and 
nntil the entire city is com pletely Im­ 
proved I can see no possibility for any 
substa ntia l decrea se in our ta x levy or 
ma teria l cha ng e in our 
fin uicla l con­ 
dition. 
In a ddition to expenses of this cha r 
a cter during th e pa st ten yea rs we 
ha ve witnessed a con sta nt Increase In 
fixed cha rg es, pa rticula rly In th e way 
of hydra nt renta l and street lig hting . 
We are now ¡expending nea rly $8 ,000 
per a nnum for ea ch of these purposes 
and ye t the m em bers of th e city coun­ 
cil an* im portuned a lmost 
da ily 
for 
wa ter extensions at d a dditiona l street 
lig hts. 
It would seem 
to me th a t 
th e council oug ht not g ra nt petitions 
for a dditiona l service of 
th is 
kind 
w ithout careful delibera tion 
and 
in ­ 
quiry. 
T he m em bers or the city coun­ 
cil should remember th a t w hile they 
art* severa lly elected from th e va rious 
wards yet ea ch is in fa ct an a lderm a n 
repiesenting th e whole city and not 
simply th e ward from which 
he 
ha s 
been elected. 
Each a dditiona l fire 
hydra nt mea ns an expenditure of $40 
per a nnum for an 
unsold number of 
yea rs and, from a financial sta ndpoint, 
is equiva lent to pla cing a m ortg a g e of 
$1,000 upon th is city perha ps in per­ 
petuity. 
T he sa m e Is true as to a d­ 
ditiona l street la mps, for < a eh in ca n­ 
descent lamp costs $20 p**r a nnum and 
each arch lig ht $7 0 per a nnum , and 
when a street la mp Is once insta lled 
the proba bility of its future removal Is 
exceeding ly remote. 
I believe th a t perha ps m ost of our 
elective officials a t th e tim e they are 
Insta lled 
believe 
th a t 
som ethin g 
oug ht to and ca n 
he done to reduce 
expenses and consequently reduce the 
burden of ta xa tion. 
T h e serving of a 
term in office will convince ea ch of 
such officers of his m ista ke, 
unless 
this city is prepared to provide th a t 
none of the expenses of local improve­ 
m ents sha ll he paid out of the city 
trea sury arid th a t all of such expenses 
be borne by a busting owners. 
If you 
continue to pay 
for a part of th e 
street paving , 
ma ca da m izing 
and 
sewers and do th e g ra ding for side 
walk construction, as a t 
present, and 
also continue w ith th e work 
of im ­ 
provem ents which 
our citizens de 
rnand, then there is no possibility of 
any substa ntia l reduction in 
the ta x 
levy. 
A city of tills size ha s ma ny 
fixed 
expenses. 
i t m ust 
employ 
ma ny men. 
It m ust pay these men 
sa laries. 
In my judg m ent 
th is city 
does not employ more men tha n are 
a bsolutely necessa ry and 
th e sa la ries 
paid are rea sona ble arid 
as sma ll as 
should be paid. 
Our a nnua l income is 
substa ntia lly as follows:

Doubtless this belief has Its 
origin in the acrid secretion which the 
toad has the power of emittin g when 
d isturbed

un d uly

which will cause a d og that has in ­ 
cautiously picked up a toad to fod m 
a t the mouth. 
Again , the un couth ap­ 
pearan ce of the creature has had much 
to d o with the feelin g of repulsion 
with which it has always been regard ­ 
ed . 
“Squat like a toad ” is the phrase 
by which Milton d escribes the evil on e 
« swayin g 
reach the ear of Eve. 
Superstition , in truth, hus laid a firm 
hold on the toad ’s misshapen figure. 
T he belief, n ot on ly in the ex isten ce of 
"toad ston es,” but in their efficacy as 
sovereign remed y for certain ills, 
wfcicb is still common in parts of the 
coun try, 
is 
of 
very 
an cien t 
d ate. 
"T here is to be foun d in the head s of 
old an d great toad s,” says Fen ton , 
w ritin g In 1569, "a ston e they call 
borux , or stelon , which, bein g used as 
rin gs, gives forewarn in g of ven om.” 
In th e Lon d esborough collection is a 
silver rin g of the fifteen th cen tury in 
w hich on e of these toad ston es is set. 
They were supposed always to bear 
on their surface a figure resemblin g a 
toad , bein g somewhat similar trin kets, 
on e may Imagin e, to the searubams 
orn am en t of the Egyptian s. 
An other 
early writer remarks, “A toad ston e 
called ‘crepan d ia,’ touchin g an y part 
en ven omed by the bite of rat, wasp, 
spid er or other ven omous beast, ceases 
the pain an d swellin g thereof.” 
It 
w as believed th a t when brought n ear 
to poison the ston e sweated an d chan g­ 
ed color, thus con veyin g to its wear­ 
ers a timely warn in g of d an ger. 
It Is to these peculiar amulets th a t 
Shakespeare is supposed to refer la 
As You Like It:” 
Sweet are the uses of ad versity. 
XYhlcht like the toad , ugly an d ven omous. 
XV'eurb yet a precious Jewel In his head . 
Is it n ot probable, however, th at the 
poet, bein g u poet, is here allud in g to 
the eye of the toad , an object, as all 
who are really familiar with the ap­ 
pearan ce of this humble batrachiaa 
will agree, than which there are fe%» 
more beautiful in n ature? 
Perhaps the most familiar superst* 
tion in regard to toad s is that, still rife, 
which supposes them capable of ex ist­ 
in g for an in d efin ite period in the in te­ 
rior of rocks, ston es or hermetically 
sealed cavities. 
Numberless “authen ­ 
tic in stan ces” of this remarkable pow­ 
er have been brought forward from 
time to time. 
The followin g ex am­ 
ple from an old book is typical: “In 
1793 Mr. George Wilson , a masou, met 
with a toad , which he wan ton ly im­ 
mured in a ston e wall that he was 
then build in g. 
In the mid d le of the 
wall he mad e u close cell of lime ami 
ston e, just fit for the magn itud e of its 
bod y an d seemin gly so plastered as to 
preven t the ad mission of ulr. 
In 1809, 
six teen years afterward , it was foun d 
n ecessary to open a gap in this wall 
for a passage of carts, when the poor 
creature was foun d ullve in its stron g­ 
hold . 
It seemed at first in a very tor­ 
pid state, but it soon recovered an im a­ 
tion an d activity an d , as if sen sible of 
the blessin gs of freed om, mad e its wuy 
to a collection of ston es an d d isappear­ 
ed .” 
It is kn own that toad s can ex ist 
for a lon g time without food , an d It i 
3 
gen erally believed that they live to a 
great age, an d d oubtless these two pc 
cullarities have had much to d o with 
the superstition in regard to their sup­ 
posed [» en chan t for a hermit’s life. Thu 
fallacy, however, was completely ex ­ 
posed by Dean llueklan d , father of 
Fran k Bucklan d , the great n aturalist, 
who wen t to the trouble of testin g the 
truth of the theory by an ex haustive 
series of ex perimen ts. 
It n eed on ly bo 
remarked that n on e of bis victims sur­ 
vived the in carceration . 
In legen d ary as in superstitious lore 
the toad plays n o small part. 
It may 
n ot be gen erally kn own that the fieur 
d e-lis of Fran ce was origin ally in shap* 
a toad . 
Thus at least run s the tale 
Clovis, kin g of Fran ce, bore on his ban ­ 
n er the d evice of three toad s, or “botes, 
as they were called in old Fren ch. Ilia 
baptism gave great umbrage to the Arl­ 
an s. who rebelled an d assembled a 
large host again st him un d er Kin g 
Can d at. 
Clovis while on his way to 
meet the heretics w as grn n t<*d a vision , 
wherein he saw in the heaven s his d e­ 
vice of three toad s miraculously chan g 
ed in to three lilies “or” on a ban n er 
“azur.” 
Such a ban n er he caused in 
stan tly to be mad e, callin g it his "llf- 
lambe.”—Lon d on Globe.
